SCHOOL REPORT. 


In reporting to you the condition of our schools, we can 
only say, that in a general way, they are satisfactory. In 
some of them the progress has not been all that we could wish, 
but the teachers have labored earnestly for the welfare of the 
pupils and their work has been in the main successful. The 
majority of the scholars are young, of tender years, and are 
advancing in their studies as rapidly as their mental and physi- 
cal development will warrant without impairment of their health 
and future well-being. 

We have after considerable effort been able to bring the 
scholars together into ten schools and none of the schools have 
been crowded, but the pupils from the small schools where the 
schools have been discontinued have been greatly benefited, 
while the pupils and parents are satisfied with the results, It 
may be possible, as the parents become more familiar with the 
advantages accruing from concentration, to still further reduce - 
the number to eight. 

The expense of transporting the scholars has been consid- 
erable; it did not equal more than one-quarter the amount that 
would have been required to support these small schools. 
From your liberal appropriations for schools, we have provided 
school privileges for all the pupils twenty-nine weeks and an 
additional three weeks in No. 1 from the ‘*Philbrick Fund.” — 

The last three or four weeks of the third term, coming as 
it unavoidably did in the cold weather of January, the attend- 
ance was very light, oiving rise to doubt as to wisdom of winter 
terms for small scholars. From the condition of the finances 
of the town as well as from the obligations that should rest 
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upon every officer, we have felt called upon to practice every 
economy consistent with equal school privileges of all the pupils 
and the efficiency of the schools. We have, therefore, been 
enabled to leave in the treasury two hundred and sixteen dol- 
lars, which you may carry forward towards the expense of 
the coming year. 

None of the school houses will need extensive repairs. 
From fifty to one hundred dollars will, we think, cover the 
necessary repairs, or less than five per cent of the school 
money which we believe the law allows for incidental repairs.
